Widespread Drought Makes 
Local Conditions Deceiv- 
ing, Bradford Says 



Rpriimnold. Oct. 2— Bf?caUBO of in- 
roads in tho 1330 crop ot wild ducks 
and geose, reported ns resulting from 
tho widespread drought. Director 
Italjih P. Bradford, of the state de- 
partment of conservation, today Is- 
sued an urgent appeal to sportsmen 
to adhere strictly, to all federal and 
Htato regulations for protection of 
migratory waterfowl. 

Water Shortage Has Effect 

Director Bradford bases bis appeal 
upon tho Information gathered re- 
cently In Canada, by Paul G. Reding- 
tou, chief of the biological survey of 
the United States government, who 
stated: 

"in these Canadian provinces, tho 
shortage of water this year, and the 
utilization of additional lands for 
agriculture on tho breeding grounds 
for birds have combined to reduce tho 
batch of the game species 50 per cent 
below that of last year, and the 
batch, a year ago was too far bolow 
normal to be at all satisfactory" 
Local Conditions Misleading 

Local observations may he quite 
misleading as to the abundance of 
wild fowl. Director Bradford said. It 
is anticipated that the lack of water 
over wide areas will cause great 
quantities of ducks to congregate on 
tho few remaining waterways, giving 
the erroneous Impression that wild 
ducks are Increasing In numbers. 
The strict adherence to state and 
federal game laws, the director urged, 
will restrict excessive killing on the 
concentration areas. A lack of 
obedience to the laws, this year, he 
said, will effect irreparable losses 
In the game bird population.

It iB, however, an art which 
otters as Uh reward the heartfelt 
appreciation of all tho diners at 
her board. 

Potage a la Creme d'Eplnarda— 
Carefully wash and stem one-half 
peck of spinach. Cook In double 
boiler until tender, being sure that 
the water Is boiling boforo-puttlng 
the spinach In the boiler. Rub 
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through ft colander Into a sauce- 
pan. Add two cur/» Kood stock. 
Season with salt, pepper, ono tea- 
spoon BUgar, a pinch of raaco. 
Bring quickly to tho boiling point. 
Stir In one tabloiipoon butler rolled 
in one teaspoon flour. Cook one 
minute and remove from flro. 

Potaflc LonQchampa— Drain ona 
can of peaa Into a saucepan. Add 
two allcea of onion, three cupa 
chicken stock, and ono and a half 
teaspoouB sugar. Bring to a boll, 
and simmer for one-half hour; 
Blend In a saucepan, ono tablo- 
Bpoon flour with ono tablespoon 
melted butter. Pour In slowly, stir- 
ring all the while, tho pea mixture. 
Bring to boiling point; then re- 
move and put through strainer. 
Add one cup mllU and a few sprlga 
of freah mint. Reheat, removing 
mint In about flvo minutes, after 
It has had an opportunity to Impart 
Ita delicate flavor. Add one-half 
cup cooked vermicelli and season 
with salt and popper. 

Potage da Carottea — Wash, 
scrape and sllco thin, twelve me- 
dium-size carrota. Place in sauce- 
pan with two tablespoons butter. 
Season with salt and one teaspoon 
sugar. Cook slowly, turning con- 
stantly until tho carrots begin to 
color. Add two cupa good broth 
and let carrots boll slowly lo a 
glaze. Remove carrota and press 
through strainer. Return to tho 
broth In the saucepan. Simmer un- 
til very hot, and servo.

ECKNT revolutionary activities 
China hiive been largely In 
tho province of Ilupan, just 
south of the Yangtze, and In 
Chnngshn, Its capital; nnd have threat- 
ened besides tho busy life of IlnnUow, 
metropolis of Ilupoh province, on the 
north hank of tho great river. Chang- 
Sim was captured by- the Communist 
forces and was systematically looted. 
The resident of Changsha la noted 
for his self-ostoem., lie considers 
himself Chlna*3 "top-sldo-mnn." Cap- 
ital of n hilly province, ono part of 
which Is occupied by n largo lake 
•ivhlch acts as a reservoir for the 
Yangtze floods, ChiuigBha maintained 
Its exclusion of the "foreign dovir 
until tho beginning of this century. 
Uecently It has been closely linked 
with New Ilnvon, Conn., for there Is, 
Just outside the rapidly disappearing 
wall, In which the Inhabitants onco 
took great pride, one of the best 
Christian mission schools In' China, 
wldch Is Yale's contribution to the 
education of tho Chluese who cannot 
come to America, 

In iiunan tho necromancer hns ex- 
erted much power and Chnngsha was 
so well protected by the lucky con- 
stellation under which It was founded 
and by the Holy IIIU which guards 
It, that It was thought n. profanation 
for the "foreign devil" to enter. In 
1010 there were serious riots, mainly 
directed^ against the, growing commer- 
cial power of foreign Arms, but It liad, 
too, Its astronomical accompaniments, 
for It was tlie apprvmch of Ilnlloy's 
comet which touched off the explo- 
sion. 

Long before Yale estiihllshed the 
«*Yale In China" college and liospltnl 
In Clmngsha, tho city was closely re- 
lated to America for It was In the 
capital of Ilnnan that many of the 
firecrackers which formerly announced 
the Independence' day celebration wore 
made. While mnlntalning Us own In- 
dependence. Chnngsha furnished tho 
explosives which enabled tho Ameri- 
can boy to proclaim his "Glorious 
Fourth." 

Much Coal In Hunan. 
A large port of Iiunan Is on un- 
worked field of anthracite and bitu- 
minous coal and at Pinglislang, wlilch 
Is connecte<l with Chnngshn by rail- 
road, there la one of the mines wldch 
furnishes fuel for the great IroiAvorks 
at Hanyang. 

Among the great men who have 
been among Changsha's chief prod- 
ucts the most famous was General 
Tseng Kuo Fan, whoso co-operation 
with "Chinese" Gordon was largely 
Instrumental In putting down the 
Talplng rebellion. General Tseng was 
not only a soldier and a statesman, 
but a literary man. as well, and his 
collected works of 150 books were cd- 
Ued by LI Hung CImng. 

Chnngsha lies on tho north-south 
China railway. Trains compete with 
tho light draft steamers which make 
the 220-niIle trip from Hankow, With 
about 500,000 Inhabitants, It rules In 
peace time a province of 22,000,000, 
and Is one of the cleanest cities In 
China, , 

Many of tho streets, are long and 
straight and- at one time tho city It- 
self wns divided between two mngls- 
trades. Tho bnznnrs are full of llfo 
nnd Interest, .some of tho candles be- 
ing famous tor miles around, ' 

Ono of the Interesting sights of the 
city Is tho wheelbarrows that climb 
Btalrs, Sorao distance ahead of the 
regulation wheel there Is another 
smaller one. In climbing over flaeatono 
steps or bridges, tho handles of the 
wheelbarrow are lowered until tho 
auxiliary Vhcel rises nbovo the next 
higher step. Then tho wheelbarrow, 
which often carries three or four hun- 
drcii^pounds, see-saws from wheel to 
wheel until the next level stretch of 
flagstones Is reached, 

Tho Episcopal mission has a llvo 
Boy Scout troop "and tho visitor who 
watched tent-pegging, flro rescue, 
stretcher making and other Boy Scout 
activities would marvel at China's 
quick changes.

est Inland ports. Lying COO miles up 
the Yangtze, the dty Is as Important 
geographical I y to either of the war- 
ring factions as Chicago would he If 
a civil war were raging In the United 
States. Hankow has only one ridlroad, 
but the rivers nnd streams of China 
form commerdal arteries from which 
produce from nine provinces flows 
Into the Hankow markets, while the 
port is equally Important as n distrib- 
uting point for fordgn commerce des- 
tined to the Chinese Interior. 

Hnnkow occupies the north hnnlc of 
the Yangtze where the Han pours In 
Us muddy torrent On the opposite 
side of tho Han lies Hunyring, and 
across the nearly twomllc-wlde Y'ang- 
tze is Wuchang, a vcnemble town 
which wns flourishing when Hankow 
was a fishing hamlet Both Hanyang 
and Wuchang now are a part of 
"Greater Hankow" with more than a 
million and a half Inhabitants, 

The Hnnkow river front Is an amaz- 
Ing conglomeration of slilpylng. There 
aro ungainly Junks, but they move 
about the water In the hands of expert 
river men as easily as modern ves- 
sels In our busy eastern harbors. Some 
of them, displaying rotten hulks with 
gaping holes above the water line, 
cause the traveler to wonder how they 
stay afloat while now and then a 
huge high-pooped craft, adorned with 
brightly painted carvings and plates 
that make It look like a floating cir- 
cus wagon, edges Its way slowly shore- 
ward.
